In a Quarrel Over a Waman Fred Kryk Inflicts Fatal Injuries |

Winnipeg, Mar. 11.—As the result of 
a stabbing affray Saturday night, Tom- 
ka Korchinsk:, a Galician is dead and 
Fred Kryk, another Galician will have 
to answer the charge of murder.

Kryk told him 
to shut up and more words followed. 
Kryk then went.outside and Korchin- 
ski followed “him. In the yard the 
row was renewed. Kryk. then drew 
a knife and plunged it twice into Kor- 
chinski wounding him first in theright 
shoulder and then in the breast. Sev- 
eral of the occupants who had follow- 
ed the man out helped carry Korchin- 
ski into a house where he died. Two 


hours- later the arrests were made.

Mannville is Getting iiseif Surveysd 
and Wants a Mail Service at 
Once—Talk of a Deputa- 
tion ic Ottawa 


_.R. G. Scott, and C. Yardley Weav- 
er of Mannville came up the line Sat- 
urday and spent <iuday in the city, 
Mr. Scott going home last night and 
Mr. Weaver staying in the city tel wind 
up some business here before going 
down the line again. 

Mr. Scott is one of the most: enthus- 
iestic boomers of the Mannville district. 
The townsite is only being surveyed 
now, but he stated that hed the town- 
site been surveyed and jut or the’ mar- 
ket with aclear title at the same time 
they would have had almost as big « 
town as Vermilion or Vegreville. As 
it is, there is a three-storey hotel 
there, two restaurants, two generai 
stores. and another going up, two im- 
plement agencies, two livery barns 
and a lumber yard. Mannville is the 
centre of three school districts and two 
postal routes radiate from there. 

Mannville is forty-three miles east 
of Vegreville, and sixteen miies weat 
of Vermilion and right in the famous 
Vermilion valley. The country s"r- 
rounding it is already settled up and 
there is not 2 homestead within fiftsen 
miles of the railway. Land is selling 
at $15 an acre. It ig the nearesi* ratii- 
way point to the place where the G. T. 
-P crosses the Battle River, and is the 
yetting off place for settlers going ip 
here. In fact, it is the distributing 
point for all the country for ?orty 
niles to the south and to the northern 
imit of settlement. 

The people of Mannville are very 
much exercised about the mati! service. 
Up to the present time the post office 
has been over in the clé town,- which
